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THE PRESIDENT'S MAIL. 


Letter* From All Sarte of Frttttanwi, 
TMr W»*« «na Chlldm. 


The President's mail contains »n 


average oil from one hundred to one 
hundred and fifty letters a day from 
person* whose claims for pensions are 
pending before the department These 
people address the Chief Executive in 
the belief, probably, that the Pension 
Office is next door to the White House, 
and that theirs is the only letter he 
may have received In a week. 


Aoont one-half of these letter* are 


sent to Mrs. Cleveland. The writers 
in such cases are usually the wives or 
[laughters of the petitioners. Some of 
them bestow upon Mrs. Cleveland such 
titles as "Her Majesty," "Empress" 
and other appellations of royalty. 
Jhere are few of the letters that do not 
contain some touches of human nature 
They are evidently written in the sin- 
cere belief that Mrs. Cleveland will as- 
sist them if her sympathies can only 
be aroused. With this object in view 
a great mass of detail is set forth in 
the communication, which, together 
with the obscure chirography and bad 
spelling, make its understanding a 
matter of no inconsiderable time and 
labor. 


It may be said in this connection that 


neither the President nor Mrs. Cleve- 
land is oven aware of the existence of 
these letters. They are opened by an 
unromantic and unsentimental clerk at 
the Executive mansion, from whose 
hands they fall into the waste-basket 
and are never heard of again. 


The women who address Mrs. Cleve- 


land furnish her with suggestions as to 
the better method of presenting their 
claim to the President 
One of the 


plans which a perusal of the letters 
show that all women hold in common 
is for her to wait until Mr. Cleveland 
has had his supper and then, when he 
is enjoying a quiet smoke in the parlor 
(sic) 
bring the matter to his attention. 


Many of them tell her that this is the 
hour of the day when a man is most 
amenable to argument, and that they 
(the writers) prefer this as the safest 
time for presenting their own requests. 


The applicants for pensions, who 


write to the President are, as has been 
said, old soldiers, who, like the femi- 
nine part of the family, are sadly defi- 
cient in the principles of even an ele- 
mentary education. They write, too, 
in a more vigorous style than their 
helpmeets, and their language is some- 
times of so robust a nature that it fre- 
quently provokes a smile. For exam- 
ple, an Illinois man who addresses the 
President in a letter received to-day 
says: 


"The pension officials tell me to get 


corroborative evidence from some of 
my comrades. I want to tell you it's a 
hard matter to get evidence from men 
who go into an action and never come 
out again," and then he continues by 
saying that his company went into the 
Wilderness a hundred strong, and at 
the end of the seven days' fight there 
were but nine of the number who were 
left to tell the tale. 


Sometimes the letters are written by 


children, who begin in this fasHion: 
"Dear Mr. President: I am a little girl 
only ten years of age. My papa does 
not know I am writing this letter. If 
he did he would not permit it." Then 
follows a pathetic tale of want and 
misery, touching enough in its simple 
style of treatment, but rendered doubly 
so by the fact of the writer's youth and 
innocence. 


Several months ago one of these 


touching missives chanced to reach the 
President's eye. Its simple pleading 
touched a sympathetic chord in the 
President's 
heart. The little miss 


begged the retention of her father, a 
Republican, on the board of medical 
examiners in the New England town in 
which their home was located. She 
said he was very old and dying of an 
incurable disease. The position paid 
him a salary of nbout $1,200 a year, 
and in view of the fact that he could no 
longer practice his profession the fore- 
going sum was their only source of in- 
come. The letter concluded naively in 
these words: "Papa must not know 
about this. It must be a secret be- 
tween you and me. If you decide to 
keep him mark an X <»n the back of 
the inclosed postal card and then I will 
know that you are going to grant my 
wish " 


The President sent the letter mid in- 


tlosure to Commissioner of Pensions 
Black, with this indorsement: "If theic 
are no charges against the examiner in 
question you will oblige me by retain- 
ing him in his pieseut position " 


General Black investigated the mat- 


ter, and found that the examiner was 
not an old man, but, on thecontiaiy, a 
lusty }ouug fellow seiuccly 
thirty 


jeais of age, und that so fai from hav- 
ing "n little girl only ten years of age," 
he w.vs not even mairied 


The telegraph afUn this couldn't car- 


ry his dismissal quick enough to him, 
and since that time letters from little 
girls who wi ite without their papa's 
knowledge are incontinently destroyed 
as "fakes" pure and simple. — Washing- 
ton Cor. N. Y. Herald.

A SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


Burning Gasoline Does Woeful 


Work at the Home of Rev. 


T. W. Finkerton. 


This morning shortly after 7 o'clock 


while the family was hurrying to prepare 
breakfast in order that all might attend 
the' Edmund Street Chapel Sabbath 
school picnic at Oakland Park, a distress- 
ing accident occurred at the home of 
Rev. T. W. Pinkerton, pastor of the 
Christian church, on East Condit street. 
A flare-up of oil in a two-burner "Buck's 
Brilliant" gasoline stove burnt Mrs. 
Pinkerton on the right hand and scorched 
her hair; and Bev. Pinkerton had the 
fingers of his right hand and his face 
slightly blistered, and his whiskers and 
hair so badly scorched that the hair and 
beard had to be trimmed close to his 
head and face. But the worst injuries 
were inflicted on the only son, Harry 
Pinkerton, a lad of 11 yaare, whose cloth- 
ing caught fire from the blazing oil. Hia 
garments burnt to the skin, burning the 
hair off his head to the scalp, blistering 
his body from the hips up, and also 
his face and lips, besides scorching his 
arms and hands. The poor boy was 
standing near the stove at the time of 
the flare-up and rushed screaming to the 
screen window of the kitchen, where the 
flames were drawn outward by the cur- 
rent of air, otherwise he might have been 
filially injured by inhaling the Hames as 
they gathered about his head. His tongue 
is not burnt and his lungs give him no 
pain. No one can tell how the Hames 
were finally smothered. 
It was done 


some way and the lire in the kitchen WUB 
put out. It WHO desperate work, and 
Kev. Pinkerton and his wife worked des- 
perately to save their boy. 


Harry with his blistered face and body, 


one eye swollen shut, was placed upon a 
cot and was attended as hastily ae possi- 
ble by Dr. W. B. Hosteller and Dr. C. A. 
McLean, who were having the lad bathed 
with linseed oil when the reporter culled. 
The boy wns in agony and uitule an un- 
successful attempt to vomit.
